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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed on January 26 th , 2GG9 1 . Claims 1- 
36, 39-42, and 50-53 are now canceled. Claims 37-38, 43-49 and 54-58 are now pending in the 
application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 
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3. Claims 37-38, 43-49 and 54-58 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The Amendment fded on 01/26/09 has overcome all outstanding rejection 
and placed the instant application in a favorable condition for allowance. Moreover, the prior art 
of record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest the claimed 
invention of claim 37, among other limitation, novel an unobvious limitation that utilizes the 
available information, e.g. availability, band and route information, for the operating units to 
operate and control multiple processing units throughout multiple layers, structurally and 
functionally interconnected with other limitations in a manner as recited in claims 38 and 43-47. 

Substantially regarding claim 48, the prior art of record also fails to show the control 
method for performing control at different layers in the same manner set forth in claim 37, with 
functionally interconnected with other limitations in a manner as recited in claims 49 and 54-58.
